The Illinois State Cou ncil of De­ 
fense issu es the following bu lletin: 
Gardening is to be a major u nder­ 
taking in Illinois this y ear. 
Last 
y ear v illage, town and city dwellers 
made a beginning. 
Bu t this 
y ear 
ev ery v acant lot is ex pected to be pu t 
to serv ice and made to do its patriotic 
du ty . 
Gardening is to be made an 
organized du ty instead of a series of 
sporadic indiv idu al ex periments. 
The food produ ction and conserv a­ 
tion committee of the State Cou ncil 
of Defense is u rging commu nity ac­ 
tion in war gardening*1!hrou ghou t the 
state. 
Chairmen of cou nty ex ecu tiv e 
committees hav e been asked to get 
bu sy early , both to increase the nu m­ 
ber of gardens, and to limit planting 
to the v egetables which will be most 
av ailable to reliev e the food strin­ 
gency . 
The whole garden program 
is su mmed u p iu two phrases: Grow' 
all y ou can; and grow only su ch 
v egetables as are most needed and 
which will keep. 
In the call sent 
ou t by the committee 
for 
garden 
work tiu following fu ndamentals in 
su ccessfu l gardening are set forth: 
“ 1. I » emu late a definite program 
of produ ction for y ou r commu nity , 
prepared by practical 
and 
ex peri­ 
enced local gardeners, inclu ding only 
those v egetables that can be 
pro­ 
du ced by the greatest possible nu m ­ 
ber. 
Seeds are scarce, therefore a 
war garden this y ear shou ld be lim­ 
ited to a few v egetables that can be 
easily and profitably produ ced. 
” 2. Secu re the serv ices of a com­ 
petent person to su perv ise the gar­ 
den mov ements in y ou r commu nity . 
If possible, secu re the v olu ntary serv ­ 
ices of a good amateu r gardener In 
ev ery block to giv e aid and adv ice 
to his neighbors. 
” 3. List all av ailable lots and v a­ 
cant land, and, as soon as possible, 
list all who want gardens. 
“ 4. Plan for co-operativ e plowing. 
It is not wise, howev er, to plow u p 
any land u ntil its ada 'ability has 
been passed u pon by s 
'one who 
knows. 
“ 5. 
Arfange local meetings and 
hav e practical and ex perienced gar­ 
deners lectu re on 
the 
preparation, 
care and cu ltiv ation of gardens.” 
The war garden w'ork 
in

Cou nty has already been started, and 
it is hoped that the holding of com­ 
mu nity meetings down state w'ill be­ 
gin this week. 


Chicago, March 7 .—Facing probably 
the direst calamity which ev er befell 
the “corn belt”—in Illinois alone one- 
third of the normal corn acreage may 
hav e to be abandoned or planted in 
other crops—the state cou ncil of de­ 
fense is standing sponsor for a rev olv ­ 
ing fu nd of $2,000,000 to be u sed in the 
pu rchase, if possible, of 400,000 bu shels 
of seed for the farmers of thig state. 
Nev er before has there been su ch a 
shortage—practically an absence of 
seed corn. 
The situ ation as apply ing 
to Illinois is said to be as seriou s in 
Iowa, Indiana and Wisconsin. Illinois 
and Iowa last y ear produ ced 2f> per 
cent of the entire corn crop of the 
cou ntry . 
With the world appealing for food 
and the gov ernment u rging su perpro­ 
du ction du ring the coming y ear, the 
seed corn administration of the state 
cou ncil finds that one farm in ev ery 
three is entirely withou t seed corn. 
The reasons assigned are: 
That 60 per cent of last y ear’s rec­ 
ord-breaking 
corn 
crop 
In 
Illinois 
“went soft’’ becau se of early frosts. 
That practically ev ery ear of old 
corn—the prev iou s y ear’s crop—which 
cou ld be u sed for seed went into the 
market last Au gu st when the record 
price of $2.7 5 per bu shel was paid. 
To meet the critical situ ation, Illi­ 
nois is taking ex traordinary steps. 
W. G. Eckhardt, state seed corn ad­ 
ministrator, held ou t the assu ring be­ 
lief to corn raisers that Illinois may 
meet the situ ation withou t this y ear’s 
produ ction being mu teriaWy lessened 
if there Is closest co-operation. 
"The principal thing now is that 
farmers shall make known at once the 
qu antity of seed they will need,” he 
said. “If that Is done we will eu deav or 
to find it, bu t those who make known 
their wants at the last minu te prob­ 
ably will go withou t It and that acre­ 
age will be wasted."

If left to th e millers it o pens th e do o r wide to adu lteratio n. 
It is easy eno u gh to prescribe th e pro po rtio ns o f definite materials wh ich 
may enter into wh eat bread, bu t it wo u ld be almo st impo ssible to su perv ise 
the mix ing o f su ch su bstances at th e mills. 
Th e h o u sewife can be safely 
left to do th e righ t th ing by h er o wn peo ple. 
Sh e can be to ld wh at are th e 
best su bstances to be u sed and in wh at pro po rtio ns th ey sh o u ld be mix ed in 


h er o wn h o me. 
“ As far as th e baker is co ncerned, h e is easily su perv ised by th e lo cal 
au th o rities, and th ey can see th at h e do es th e mix ing in th e way prescribed.” 
Dr. Wiley appro v es o f grinding flo u r at th e bakery . 
‘‘If th e bakers 
co u ld be pro v ided with th e raw materials and th e mill, th ey co u ld grind 
th eir flo u r as th ey need it, and th e wh o le qu estio n o f sto rage and spo ilage 
o f flo u r wo u ld be so lv ed.”

reco gnized flo u rs o r cereals, mo re wh ite flo u r th an ev er wo u ld be u sed no w. 
Herein lies th e danger o f adu lteratio n with su bstances th at o u gh t no t to be 
u sed at all. 
Herein also is th e lesso n th at it was o nly a h alf-way measu re 
to fix th e price o f wh eat with o u t fix ing th e price o f o th er cereals. 


•’Ano th er anno u ncement fro m Lo ndo n states th at Ho lland also h as 
h ad to ‘sell’ Du tch Gu iana to Wash ingto n.

have but one idea— to do their duty 
— and ap p arently cared nothing for 
th e ir own lives while doing it.

In this connection it may bo said 
th a t there are a certain num ber 
of 
m en who wear the Red Cross whose 
nam es are on the casualty list. 
If 
any one has th o ug h t th a t a Red Cross 
w ork er gets out on a battle field only 
afte r the firing has ceased to bring 
in th e wounded, this statem ent by a 
soldier will correct the wry ng imp res 
sion. S tretcher bearers 
work under 
fire, and the G erm ans have not hesi­ 
tated to fire up on the Red Cross work 
ers. 
The k now ledge th a t th e Red Cross 
w ork ers will be at his side alm ost as 
quick ly as he falls wounded, to tak e 
him to the first aid station and subse­ 
quently to tbe hosp itals, 
has given 
a great deal of com fort to American 
troop s.

Reds Refuse to Submit. 
Tim bolshevik leaders are p rep ared 
to withdraw even as far as to the Ural 
mountains rather than submit to the 
defeat of the revolution, said Leon 
Trotzk y , bolshevik foreign minister, 
in an interview with a corresp ondent. 
M. Trotzk y said th at if the bolshe- 
vik i could go hack to the state of af­ 
fairs which ex isted last October just 
before they overthrew the Kerensk y 
government 
they would 
rep eat the 
whole p rogram which has been p ut 
through since that tone. 
“In October we did not ex clude the 
p ossibility of a holy war,” he de­ 
clared. 
“Now we consider such a 
war 
p ossible. 
The 
work men’s 
and 
soldiers’ delegates must now fight for 
organization and order.” 
Moscow is to be declared the new 
cap ital of Russia, and the government 
p rop oses to p ublish a statem ent to this 
effect immediately . Petrograd will be 
p roclaimed a free p ort. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
signing 
of 
p eace, the government is determined 
to transfer all the state institutions 
to 
Moscow, 
Nizhni-Novgorod 
and 
Kazan. 
The removal of the ministries of 
foreign 
affairs, communications and 
finance began on Tuesday . The p op u­ 
lation of Petrograd is hastily quitting 
the city , but there are many transp or­

crowded with all sorts of vehicles. 


Krylenko Makes Protest. 
London, March 7 .—An official Rus­ 
sian statem ent say s Ensign Kry lenk o, 
the bolshevik commander in chief, has 
sent a message to the German and 
Austrian chief commanders, stating 
that the Germans and Austrians are 
still fighting, notwithstanding the con­ 
clusion of p eace.

Washington, March 7 .—Organized la­ 
bor scored a victory in tbe house by 
securing ex cep tion of orderly o r bona 
fide strik es for Increased p ay and bet­ 
ter conditions from drastic p enalties 
directed at wartim e interrup tion of 
belligerent utilities. 
The bill, which 
p assed, p rovides a $10,000 fine, 30 
y ears’ imp risonment or both for the 
willful Injury or destruction of war 
mntertal or of war p remises or utili­ 
ties used in connection with war m ate­ 
rial. for willfully mak ing or causing 
to be made in a defective manner any 
war material, or for consp iring to p re­ 
vent the erection or p roduction of such 
war p remises, w ar material or war 
utilities. 
The last p rovision is limited 
lri its op eration by the clause that 
nothing in the nî*t shall ap p ly to the 
right of men to agree togetiier to cease 
work or not to work if for the p urp ose 
of y etting increased wages or for bet­ 
tering their conditions.

Gro ups o f enemy planes came o ver 
fo r pho to graphic wo rk, but were kept 
high in the air by the American anti­ 
aircraft guns. 
Planes fro m the Ameri­ 
can lines also were o ut in fo rce.
